PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—Robert 
K. Pattison, twice Democratic Gov- 
crnor of Pennsylvania and twice Comp-

Pneumonia, com- 
plicated with a weakness of the heart, 
was the cause of death. He was 53 
years of age. 

Mr. Pattison was a candidate for 
Governor on the Democratic ticket 
against Gov.

During the first session of the com- 
mission American mai] subvention re- 
ceived ‘hearty endorsement at the 
hands of most of the witnesses who 
appeared before the commission. In 
Es regard, Alfred Tucker, @ prom- 
ment business man, advanced a new 
idea with reference to the levying of a 
duty on naturalized ships carrying the 
American flag, involving the same 
principle as duties imposed on articles 
of fcreign manufacture. Tucker's the- 
ory will receive the close attention of 
the commission in its final considera- 
tion of the evidence and arguments 
ga.aered during its investigation tour. 
In a report to the commission cov- 
ering the commerce of Portland, pre- 
by u committee representing the. 


\ business interests of the city, it is set 


forth that almost fifty per cet. of the 
w.eat shipments of the Pacific Coast 
emanate from Portland, and that the 
production of the State in a few of the 
more important products last year was 
nearly $51,000,000. 

Shipments of wheat by water from 
this port during the last fiscal _ year 
amounted to 6.799.288 bushels; from 

Puget Sound ports, 4,428,859 bushels, 
and from San Francisco, 3,029,408 
bushels. 

The report says in both lumber and 
flour shipments Portland holds the 
world’s record for the number of big 
cargoes. Ten vessels have been dis- 
patched from this port carrying an 
average of 3,260,000 feet of lumber. 
each. The lumber shipments from this 
port by water last year atained the 
enormous figure of 174,808,569 feet, and 
o this amount over 65,000,000 feet 
went to foreign ports. The shipments 
for 1904 to date exceeded by 10,000,000 
feet the shipments for last year.

ACRAMENTO, Aug. 1.— The State 
Board of Equalization met this 
morning to fix the assessments of 
the different railroads operating in this 


Pacific, which was assessed 
year for $15,000,000. 
Alvord, wanted to raise the assessment 
to $22,000,000, which he claimed was 
about 70 per cent of the earning power 
of the road.

It became known 
this afternoon that the young woman 
whose horse was killed at Lee, late 
Saturday evening, and who received a 
sprained ankle and bruises on the body, 
was Miss Jane Clemens, youngest 
daughter of Mark Twain, who is spend- 
ing the summef in Tyringham with his 
daughters.

The horse was 
dragged for forty feet and killed, Miss 
Clemens's injuries were treated in Lee, 
where she gave her name as Miss Jane

Joseph H. Campbell. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Joseph H. 
Campbell, 73 years old, formerly a law- 
yer of Louisville, Ky., and later an in- 
ventor of food products, is dead at the 
home of his daughter at Mount Ver- 
non. Campbell was born in Pennsy!l- 
vania and was graduated from Wash- 
ington and Jefferson College in 1852. 
Campbell and Secretary Wilson, of 
the Department of Agriculture, worked 
together in developing food products. 
Only a few weeks before his death 
Campbell and his two sons made a dis- 
covery in their laboratory by which 
milk fully equal to the milk of animals 
can be supplied, even in the hottest 
regions of the globe. This milk is the 
purified solids of natural milk with 
pure water to replace the quantity 
evaporated.

The employment agency claims that 
this is the vanguard of a large num- 
ber of men who will be hired in this 
and other Coast cities to take the place 
of the striking butchers in the East. 


HUNDREDS BACK TO WORK. 
CONDITIONS AT KANSAS CITY. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.s 1 
KANSAS CITY, Aug. 1.—Today’s de- 
velopments in the packers’ strike were 
serious from the standpoint of the 
strikers, as hundreds of their number 
returned to work, many of them being 
skilled workmen. The serious breaks 
in the ranks of the strikers was caused 
by their growing tired of waiting for 
strike benefit money promised from 
Chicago and because they could not af- 
ford to remain idle for a longer time 
without pay. 
Few of the men who applied for work 
were refused their old places, and 
those who were not taken back were 
assured that they will be reémployed 
when it becomes necessary for the 
packers to increase their forces. Many 
who returned to work are cattle and 
hog butchers, which will assist mate- 
rially in increasing the output of the 
packers. The packers assert that the 
strike is practically broken here, All 
talk of a sympathetic strike seems to 
have ceased.

FREAK FIRE 
UNDER ROOF. 


Main Street Lodging-houses 
Fairly Gutted, 
— 
Smoldering Blaze Gave the 
Firemen a Tussle, 


Lodgers Narrowly Escaped 
With Personal Eff ects, 


sisting anon breaking from its narrow 
confines between the low roof and the 
ceiling, while eating away the major 
portion of two large roomin-houses, 
was the fire which originated in the 
Victoria lodging house No. 757 South 
Main street at 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

The fire department has seldom been 
called upon to make a harder fight; 
for retreating to the roof of the Weid 
hotel the fire smouldered and smoth- 
ered under the roof until it practically 
ruined the two large frame buildings,

The fire originated in the area be- 
tween the Victoria and Weid lodging 
houses, and quickly enveloped the east- 
ern or Main street end of the Victoria. 
When the department arrived, it seem- 
ed an easy matter to confine the fire 
te the Victoria, but the flames crept 
between the ceiling and goof of the 


completely over the latter building, 
causing a loss of about $8,000 

The peculiar feature of the fire is 
that it injured the building where it 
Rad its origin but slightly, but carried 
desolation and destruction throughout 
the adjoining structure. 

The flames ate their way underneath 
the “pony” mansard roof of the Weid 
house, after they had once traveled 
from the Vitcoria and gradually under- 
mined the entire superstructure. The 
Weid building looked to be a veritable 
Aretrap but it did not burn rapidly;

Necessity for the Regulation of 
the Colorado River by Storage for 
the Irrigation of Arid Lands in 
Arizona and California—Facts Af- 


fecting Imperial. ~, 
Recognized authorities on the sub; 
ject ot reclamation of arid lands and 
of water storage on the Colorado River 
sive important and interesting infor- 
mation, dealing at considerable length 
with the Imperial settlement problem, 
and giving valuable facts and figures 
relating to the whole subject of water 
storage and irrigation in the Colorado 
River Valley. They say the silt con- 
tents of that river, which, when col- 
lected, aggregate an 
readily explain the rapidity with 
which the Imperial Canal fills up 
through the deposit of silt carried by 
the inflow of Colorado River water. 
The information is prepared from rod- 
readings indicating the river height on 
the Southern§Pacific gage rod at Yulma. 
It is shown that this river has a wide 
annual range, the lowest water occur- 
ring in midwinter when the river fails 
ow 3000 second feet. The river has

and frequently going as high as 560,000 
cubic feet per second. There are, how- 
ever, occasional heavy spring floods, as 
in the case of the year 1881, when the

The mean annual precipitation at 
Yuma from January, 1878, to Decem- 
ber, 1900, was but 2.48 inches. This 
light rainfall, taken in connection with 
the heavy rate of evaporation, which 
equals $1 inches annually, not only in- 
dicates the absolute necessity for an 
artificial water supply for the lands of 
this locality, but also the possibility 
of rapid development in case this water 
is supplied.

Carnegie Pays Old Debt. 

An American firm doing business in 
London recently asked its patrons to 
suggest ideas for the distribution of 
Andrew Carnegie's wealth. Henry D. 
Lennox of Glasgow advised that the 
millionaire repay a loan of 11 shillings 
made by his aunt to aid the Carnegies 
to emigrate from Dunfermline in 1847. 
Mr. Lennox computed that, at com- 
pound interest, £9 vas due. Mr. Car- 
negie has investigated the matter, and 
found that Mr. Lennox was quite right 
in his claim. The debt will not only 
be pald, but the children of Mrs. Len- 
nox will be endowed with a sum suffi- 
cient to keep them in comfort as long 
as they live. Mr. Lennox said in his 
letter: 

“When the Carnegies left Dunferm- 
line they were 80 poor that the mother 
had to borrow money to take them to 
the United States. My aunt, though a 
poor woman herself, helped them out 
‘to the extent of 11 shillings, but the 
promise to return the loan evidently 
escaped the memory of the beneficiar- 
les, because they never sy the sum 
borrowed. My aunt is dead, but she 
left two daughters, ene of whom is the 
wife of a humble ‘joiner in Dunferm- 
line, while the other is a maiden lady 
engaged in a small drapery business in 
Edinburgh. Don’t you think that if 
Mr. Carnegie knew this he would be 
willing to do handsomely by his moth. 
er's friends?“ 

Mr. Carnegie called in person on the 
children of his benefactors and thanked 
them for the generosity of their moth- 
er. From minus 11 shillings to plus 
£70,000,000 is a financial transformation 
that would nave staggered the good 
genie of Aladdin's lamp, but Mr. Car- 
negie found it not overhard.—[{Amert- 
can Boy. | 


Austria’s Future Ruler. 

Archduke Otto, next brother to 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the heir 
presumptive, and, by reason of the 
latter’s morganatic marriage, second 
in line of succession to the throne of 
his uncle, Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria, is exceedingly ill. Some two 
or three months ago he had a sort of 
paralvtic seizure which rendered him 
powerless to move, and after having 
been confined a number of weeks to 
his palace in the Augarten, at Vienna, 
he has row been removed to Rosen- 
burg, in Kaptal, in the hope that the 
change of air and scene may help to- 
wards his recovery. He is entirely 
helpless and looks a complete wreck 
when reclining in the invalid chair in 
which he takes his daily airing.

Trial Run of Battleship Be- 
yond Santa Barbara.

Actual Time Too Slow [er 
Requirement. 


Computed Allowances May 
Raise It Over Dead Line, 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 1.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] This morning the great 
battleship Ohio was given her official 
trial trip in the Santa Barbara Chan- 
nel, and, although she failed by a very 
small fraction of a knot to maintain 
the specified spe of eighteen knots 
an hour over a seventy-two-knot 
course, it is considered almost certain 
that when tidal corrections are made 
she will be found to have fulfilled the 
government s ifications. 

During the t half of the trial the 
Ship maintained a greater speed than 
eighteen knots, though the tide and 
wind were against her, but on the 
return when conditions were in her 
favor, she slacked up a trifle and failed 
by a fraction, actual timé, in the test. 

Her average speed for the trip wus 
17 9-100 knots per hour. 

The day was an ideal one for the 
test. The sea was calm and there wus 
no fog and the favorable conditions 
induced those in charge of the tria! to 
get under way earlier than was ex- 
pected, the Ohio casting loose from her 
moorings at about 6 o'clock. a 

After going through the usua) 
warming-up process, the Ohio made a 
running start for the first stakeboat, 
the torpedo destroyer Preble, and the 
red flag at the foremast head showed 
the interested watchers that the trial 
was on. 

FEW SECONDS. TO SPARE. 

When the Ohio passed the interme- 
diate stakeboat she had a few seconds 
to spare, and when she rounded the 
Annapolis, which marked the upper 
end of the course, she had twenty-six 
and a half seconds to spare. The ap- 
pearance of the Ohio was the signal for 
a great demonstration on the Annap- 
olis, and the men yelled themselves 
hoarse with cheers for the latest ac- 

uisition to the navy. The Ohio turned 
the stakeboat in a space less than 
three times her length and headed for 
home. 

Just why she failed to maintain the 
good speed made on the outward jour- 
ney cannot be exactly stated, as no ac- 
cident occurred which could account 
for the slight decrease in pace. 

SEVERE TESTS. 

After the Ohio returned to the home 
stakeboat Rear-Admiral Whiting took 
charge and the steering gear and ma- 
chinery were given a very severe test, 
after which Admiral Whiting and the 
other members of the board announced 
that they were entirely satisfied with 
the ship's actions. 

While under full speed during the 
trial and during the test later on, the 
Ohio behaved ee responding to 
the rudder as she were a gaso- 
ume launch, and at no time rolling or 


gines and two sizteen-and-a-half-foot 
propellers were forcing her through the 
channel. 

Chief Engineer Robert Forsyth of the 
Union Iron Works stated after the trip 
that he fully believed the tidal correc- 
tions would bring the ship up to the 
government requirements, but that in 
any case she would probably be given 
another trial, as the Union Iron Works 
desired to show just what the Ohio 
could do, and if possible, to exceed the 
requisite eighteen knots. 

TOO MUCH WATER FORWARD, 

It was discovered today that too much 
water had been placed as ballast in the 
forward compartments, and that minor 
alterations in the engines could be made 
to advantage. 

These alterations will be made in 
Santa Barbara, and it is expected the 
Ohio will go over the course again 
some time this week. The Annapolis, 
the outer stake beat, arrived in port 
this evening, and members of the trial 
board are engaged tonight computing 
the tidal and wind corrections. The re- 
sult probably will not be known before 
tomorrow. 

DECRIPTION OF SHIP. 

The Ohio's keel was laid five years 
ago, and she was launched two years 
later, on the occasion of the visit of 
President McKinley to the Pacific 
Coast. She is a sister ship to the Mis- 
souri, built at Newport News, and to 
the new Maine, buflt by the Cramps. 
She has a displacement of 14,000 tons, 
similar to the Missouri and Maine, but 
a recent accident in the former boat 
when several lives were lost suggested 
changes in the magazine compartments 
which were made in the construction of 
the Ohlo. 

The battleship Ohio carries an arma- 
ment of four 12-inch,40-caliber guns, in 
turrets; sixteen 6-inch, 50-caliber; six 
83-inch 50-caliber guns; eight 3-pounders, 
four one-pounders automatic, two one- 
pounders rapid-fire, two Colts auto- 
matic, 30-caliber, and two 3-inch field 
guns on carriages. 

This floating fortress was built at a 

cost of 82.800, 000, exclusive of the guns 
and steel armor, which are supplied by 
the government. She will be finished 
by the middle of October, when she will 
sail for the Asiatic station, to which 
she will be assighed. The ship and 
equipment represent in all an expendi- 
ture of about $6,000,000.

A LL DOUBT OF 
UILT REMOVED. 
CAPTURED ROBBER MAKES A 
FULL CONFESSION. 
Frank 8 * Officers How 
He Held up Austin E. Trueman 
and Beat Him Almost to Death. 


His Companivr in Crime Has Not 
Been Aprrehended. 


With a full realization that what 
he was saying probably would con- 
demn him to spend the balance of his 
days in the penitentiary, Frank At- 
kinson, Who was arrested Sunday 
morning in Ocean Park for having 
held up Austin E. Trueman, a Bur- 
bank rancher, confessed his guilt yes- 
terday. He told the detectives the 
details of the robbery; how he had 
seen money paid to his victim; made 
arrangements with a companion, 


whose name he gave, to commit the | 


crime; followed the rancher to this 
city, and brutally assaulted him. He 
even admitted that they had agreed 
to kill Trueman rather than permit 
him to report the robbery. But their 
nerve failed them, and after beating 
the diminutive rancher almost to 
death they left him. 

Altho sa the officers know that with 
reference to the commission of the 
crime the prisoner told them the 
truth, they do not believe he told them 
the true name of his pal. 
that there is little likelihood that they 
will capture the second man, but they 
have not abandoned the search. 

Atkinson's recital of the crime 
shows him to be a wretch who would 
not stop at murder to accomplish his 
ends. He told the detectives that he 
had seen Trueman collect money for 
a loag of melons, and knowing that the 
rancher would have to drive back 
to Los Angeles, he decided to waylay 
him. With a companion he talked 
over the matter. His companion 
wanted to use a gun to frighten True- 
man, but Atkinson insisted upon pre- 
paring a slungshot, arguing that if 
they knocked out or killed their vic- 
tim the latter would: not be able to 
report the case. The two made ar- 


rangementgs to intercept Trueman, 
and timed their arrival in Los An- 
geles so nicely that when they sta- 


tioned themseives on West Washing- 
ton street they had only ten minutes 
to wait before their victim came 
along. Then they assaulted him. They 
had not counted upon desperate re- 
sistance, and after knocking aim out 
with the piece of hose filled with 
sand, they were unable to find his 
money, which he had hidden in the 
straw in the bed of the wagon. Then 
they beat him into unconsciousness 
and left. e taking a car for Santa 
Monica and the other coming to tou 
Atkinson says he will plead gullt 

when his case is tried: He’ 
only three weeks ago from the north- 
ern part of the State, and the police 
believe he has a criminal record 
there, which they are investigating.

Opening of Happy Season in 
the New Cottage. 


Children of Hard Worked 
Mothers in Luck. 


Marhattan Beach received an influx 
of lively little visitors, yesterday, and 
there was more rollicking merriment, 
more jumping up and down on the 
sand, and more gleeful laughter, than 
has been known there since last Sep- 
tember when the children of the King’s 
Daughters Day Nursery from Los 
Angeles left their beach abode, 

Yesterday they returned, twenty-

In the winter the brood stays only 
during the day time with the good peo- 
ple of the Nursery but in the summer 
they stay day and night too, and they 
help with the work of the cottage and 
that makes their play all the sweeter. 
There are squads for dish washing, for 
sweeping and cleaning; and the boys 
have the manly labor of thopping and 
carrying wood, besides helping with the 
housework; all in all they are as plump 
and rosy and happy a set of youngsters 
as the world holds, learning to wait 
upon themselves in a way that argues 
well for their usefulness in the future. 
The cottage has several flags flutter- 
ing gaily from the veranda and inside 
are bright pictures which the children 
have put on the walls. There are a 
few Japanese lanterns, and many beds 


CAR SMASH ES 
AUTOMOBLLE. 


Five People Fearfully Hit 
Near Rivera. 


Dr. J. A. Osmun and His 
Famil the Victims. 


Death Threatens Two—Was 
the Autoist Rattled? 


The wreck demon that haunts the 
hapless Whittier trolley line sent a 
“tower car” crashing into an automo- 
bile yesterday, adding Dr. J. Allen Os- 
mun a wealthy physician of Rivera and 
almost his entire family to its list of 


wounded victims. 


It is not certain yet whether or not 
any deaths will result. Five people 
were in the automobile when it was run 
down at a crossing near Rivera and all 
were hurt. 

A little son, 3 year old, and Dr. Os- 
mun's aged mother-in-law, Mrs. 8. P. 
Graves are in danger. Both have been 
unconscious much of the time since the 
accident and are fearfully hurt. Dr. 
Osmun's wife and daughter-in-law were 
also of the party and were both 
wounded. 

Mrs. Graves's collar bone was broken 
and her scalp was badly lacerated. In 
view of her advanced age, the hurts 
are apt to have serious results. 

The little boy was injured internally. 

Mrs. Osmun was cut about the head 
and the flesh was torn from some of her 
ribs. 

Mrs. I. G. Osmun was. severly 
bruised but no bones were broken. 

One of Dr. Osmun’'s ribs was broken 
and another was cracked. 

The accident happened near Rivera 
late yesterday afternoon when the Os- 
muns were taking an airing and run- 
ning slowly along a shaded road near 
their country place. 

A Whittier-bound tower car,” Is ap- 
proach concealed by the dense trees, 
struck the automobile with such fright- 
ful force that the big automobile was 
ground almost into pulp. 


The five occupants were hurled thirty 


grims to the house to offer sympathy. 

In spite of the pain of his own hurts, 
Dr. Osmun stayed up and received his 
neighbors, the newspaper men and 
even the claim agent of the road, with 
gentle courtesy. 

He seemed perfectly hopeless about 
the fate of his little son, who lay un- 
conscious in the house. The child did 
not come to h'mselt until late in the 
evening. 

Dr. , and the railroad officials 
have not the same version of the acci- 
dent in all its details. 

Dr. Osmun severely denounces the 
crew of the tower car, claiming that 
no warning was given and that the 
car was traveling at a high rate of 
speed. 

Although a complete 
has not been made, the Pacific Elec- 
tric people claim that their men were 
not in any way to blame. | 

“That car couldn't run at a high rate 
of speed,” said one of the officials last 
night. “It is a dinky tower car. The 
best speed it can do is about twelve 
miles an hour. 

“So far as we can learn from the 
witnesses, Dr. Osmun was rattled. He 
got his auto with the front wheels on 
the track and then reversed, standing 
there until the car struck him. We be- 
lieve he had plenty of time to have 
crossed,”

Do the claims of a man's sweetheart 
against his estate take precedence over 
those of blood relatives? 

That, incidentaily, is the question 
that is to be decided in the Emerton will 
contest that is slated to begin today in 
Judge Wilbur's department of the Su- 
perior Court. Racy developments are 
expected, and a number of depositions 
from the East will be offered in evi- 


dence. 

George P. Emerton died on August 
16 of last year. He had been ailing 
off and on for quite a long time, and 
his sickness, so it is said, was not of 
the kinds that result from total abet 
nance from the indulgencies of lite. 
‘He was nominally conducting the Hotel 
Spencer, on West Third street, be- 
tween Hill street and Broadway, at the 
time of his death, but in reality his 
housekeeper, Mrs. Louise E. Hartman, 
had control. 

After Emerton passed away a will 
‘was offered for probate by the house- 
— which purported to have been 
m on June 27, 190. By its terms 
480 acres at Otero, Colo., were left to the 
mother of the deceased and a brother, 
Fred A. Emerton, au to Mrs. Hart- 
man was left all the rest of the estate 
of whatsoever kind, real, rsonal and 
mixed, and she was also 
the executrix of the will.

Not after that a contest was

Right there is a difficulty. It is 
doubtful if even yet the exact value of 
the estate been determined, though 
some interesti testimony along that 
line will be forthcoming. Inasmuch as 
the whole estate save the Colorajo 
lands had been left to Mrs. Hartman, 
and it consisted of the hotel and cer- 
tain moneys, she had petitioned for an 
order of distribution at the very time 
when old Mrs. Emerton stepped in just 
at the nick of the judicial clock and 
stayed her hand. : 

At that time the executrix made a 
showing setting forth that the furni- 
ture in the Hotel Spencer was worth 
only $1000, though it has been stated 
since that the furniture is well worth 
nearly three times that amount. Mrs. 
Hartman conceded, too, that there was 
$2375.53 in cash, notes and other per- 
sonal property, but it is claimed that 
the amount named did not actually ox- 
haust the resources of the deceased. 

Mrs. Hartman denies all the allega- 
tions of Mrs. Emerton, while Fred Em- 
erton has filed his answer conceding 
them all as true.

will bear the secrets of her heart to 
the court and tell how it came about 
that she was on such intimate terms 
with the late George P. Emerton, the

So Arranged as to Make the Use of 
Rings Unnecessary. 
[SPRCIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

DEATHBLOW will be dealt to cur- 
tain rings if the idea of an Ohio 

man is adopted by the ladies of the 
land in hanging their curtains and lam- 
brequins. His plan, which he has just 
patented, consists of a curtain pole 
which not only sustains. but holds in 
place evenly and firmly all hangings of 
the curtain species. 

The pole is a hollow cylinder, pre- 
senting in outward appearance no ap- 
preciable difference from the ordinary 
curtain pole.

EATH OF GOV. PATTISON. 

Pennsylvanians resident in South- 
ern California, and the people of the 
nation, generally, will regret to read 
Hon. 
Robert Emory Pattison, twive Gover- 
nor of the Keystone State. Being a 
Democrat, he owed his election to the 
chief in his commonwealth both 
in 1882 and 1891 mainly to the revolt 
of independent Republicans against the 
domination of Quay, but it must also 
be admitted that the respect and con- 
fidence with which Mr, Pattison was 
regarded by all classes of citizens 
played no small part in ‘nis success. 
At the time of his first election he was 
but thirty-two years of age and was 
a strikingly handsome man, standing 
over six feet in height, splendidly pro- 
portioned and possessing a fine stu- 
dious face. He was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church, and a 
man of pure character and fearless ac- 
tion. His untimely death will be 
greatly regretted. 

The dispatches state that Mr. Patti- 
son’s decease is attributable to a se- 
vere cold contracted at the St. Louis 
Convention, and the fact is now re- 
called that a number of men who took 
jJeading parts in that gathering were 
stricken with illness. Bryan, Dan- 
felis, Williams, Sheehan and several 
others left the big powwow sick and

DON’T MARRY OO EARLY. 


Advice Given by the Governor of 
Maryland to Young@Men and 
Girls. 


{Baltimore Dispatch yo New York 
Sun:] Gov. Warfield has had to lis- 
ten to considerable chiding since he 
advised the Wilmington High School 
girls not to marry until they reached 
the age of 26 years. 

“That remark,” he said today, “was 
made in a spirit of playfulness. My 


early. 1 told them, if asked the age 
when you should marry, I should say 
twenty-six. That was the age of Mrs. 
Warfield when I married hen and I 
have said to my daughters that I 
should not give my consent to their 
marrying until they arrive at that 
age. The remark was on the spur of 
the moment. 

“Seriously speaking,” heteaid. “I do 
think that many lives are made fail- 
ures by persons marrying before their 
characters have been formed. You 
know whom first we love we rarely 
wed. This is a very true saying. 
Young people are impressionable and 
romantic, and it left to their own free 
will are apt to rush into matrimony 
without properly considering the grave 
responsibilities of married Ute. Many 
cases have come under my observa- 
tion where youthful and hasty mar- 
riaces have resulted in unhappiness, 
disccutent and lives of drudgery. The 
old saying, Marry in haste and repent 
at leisure,” proves too often true. 
Young men and women should remem- 
ber that the romantic attachments of 
youth are not generally lasting. 

“I would not wish to be regarded as 
laying down ironclad rules concern- 
ing the exact age when a girl should 
marry. It might be at 22, 24, 24 or 26 
years; it all depends upon the physi- 
cal and mental development of the 
girl. I meant rather to indicate that 
a girl should not marry until she was 
over 21 and of an to <omprehend 
the responsibility of the marriage state 
and to make an intelligent choice of 
the man whose companionship will be 
either a help or a hindrarice to her 
life. Marriage for the purpose of set- 
tling a daughter in life is, as a rule, 
a failure and an unhappy one. No 
parent, and especially no true and 
loving mother, will wish to push her 
daughter into matrimony before she 
is fully matured and fitted for the 
grave responsibilities of mearried life. 

“Young girls just out of are 
not equipped for the ordinary house- 
hold duties of wives and far the cares 
and trials of motherhood. They should, 
after leaving school, spend some time 
with their parents, giving these pa- 
rents the pleasure of thefr compan- 
ionship and learning something of the 
everyday work that will be theirs as 
wives. girl who marries too early 
misses many of the pleasures of life. 
She is doomed to spend her youthful 
days in the trying and taxing cares 
of motherhood and household duties, 
with broken health and run-down 
nerves before she has passed out of 
her teens. Such marriages are unfor- 
tunate. 

“The same advice pertains to young 
men. 1 have known of cases where 
young men because they married too 
soon and before they had established 
themselves in permanent positions 
were compelled to give up good op- 
portunities for advancement because 
family ties and environments kept 
them down to one locality. The re- 
alization of the mistakes of marry- 
ing too early has discouraged many a 
young man, blasted his future, brought 
disappointment to himself and depri- 
vation and suffering to his family.” 


Would Buy Philippines. 


It is not generally known that 
Jacques Lebaudy, the multi-millionaire 
French sugar refiner, who has assumed 
the titles of Emperor of the Sahara. 
King of Tarfaia, Duke of Ariewf and 
Prince of Chai-Huin, had had consid- 
erable correspondence with the Amer- 
ican embassy in London with a view 
to his purchase of as many of the 
Philippine islands as the United States 
government was willing to sell. He 
made a definite written offer to pur- 
chase for cash, payable on completion 
of transfer, a considerable group of the 
numerous islands included in the gen- 
eral term of the Philippines. 

The rock on which these curious ne- 
gotiations came to grief was his in- 
sistence that the purchase should in- 
clude not merely the ordinary owner- 
ship of the tslands, but the full sov- 
ereignty over them. This the United 
States government, of course, could 
not dream of conceding. For while it 
may at times be disposed to sell to in- 
dividuals tracts of territory subject to 
its rule, it is invariably .on the under- 
standing that it retains full rights of 
sovereignty over the territory in ques. 
tion, and that the purchaser becomes 
subject to the laws of the United 
States. 

The correspondence between Lebau- 
dy and his followers, with their high- 
sounding, grandiloquent titles on «the 
one hand and the United States em- 
bassy on the other is said to be ex 
tremely entertaining, and it is to be 
hoped that it will be included in the 
next batch of diplomatic papers pup- 
lished for the information of Congress.

bois, form a group that can keep the 
chest full and spend fortunes adroitiy 
at the same time—anomalous as that 
may seem, 

These two groups, no matter what 
their method of attack, have this m 
common—ftom the same source they 
obtain the greater part of their fund— 
the business interests, whose welfare 
depends upon conditions which a 
change in the political complexion of 
the government may or may not 
stroy. What one may seek to accom- 
plish by promises the other may try 
to do by threats—moral suasion a 
against force. 

Once the candidates are notified of 
their nominations the skirmish for 
money begins, for it is then that er- 
penditures become a necessity. The 
party managers follow certain estab- 
lished lines for obtaining the funds 
for the preliminaries so as to cover 
salaries and incidentals Then the 
word is passed for the first attack on 
the pocket-books of those who are ex- 
pected to contribute, and simultane- 
ously the battle begins over the coun- 
try at large. 

OFFICE HOLDERS CONTRIBUTE. 

The custom is to make the first call 
upon the higher office holders—men 
who either command large salaries or
